The Paris City Commission met in regular session by Webex video conference at 9:00 a.m. which was pushed to Facebook live at 

www.facebook.com/cityofparisky/ on Tuesday, April 28, 2020. 

 

Mayor, John Plummer called the meeting to order and the Pledge of Allegiance was recited. 

 

City Clerk, Stephanie Settles conducted roll call.

Upon determining a quorum was present for the transaction of business, City Manager Daron Jordan, proceeded to conduct the meeting. 

 

Approve Minutes  

Motion by Allen-Edwards, seconded by Plummer, approving the minutes of April 14, 2020 special meeting.  Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 

with Plummer, Perraut, Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye. 

 

Old Business 

Daron Jordan stated the FY’21 budget is in process and anticipate proposing a budget for consideration at the May 12, 2020 meeting. 

 

Motion by Perraut, seconded by Allen-Edwards, approving Paris Storytelling Inc. to retain funding, that was issued for the May Storytelling event 

will be rescheduled for fall of 2020. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Plummer, Perraut, Brooks, Galbraith and Allen-Edwards voting Aye.

voting Aye. 

 
Daron Jordan stated that Mayor Plummer would be signing the recertification report for the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) Community 

Rating System (CRS) as requested by Planning and Zoning Administrator Andrea Lacey. 

 

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Brooks, approving to request to publish a request for proposal for 10 police vehicles. Motion carried by 

roll call vote of 5-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, Perraut, and Plummer voting Aye. 
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Motion by Plummer, seconded by Brooks, approving the purchase of a replacement police cruiser after applying the insurance payout the 

replacement cruiser will cost $ 2,916.00.  Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, Perraut, and 

Plummer voting Aye. 

 

City Attorney Bryan Beauman requested a board be developed of two commission members to finalize the purchase of property located on 17th 

Street. All agreed Mayor Plummer and Commissioner Galbraith would work with the City Attorney to finalize the purchase. 

 

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Perraut, approving to move forward with a 5 Yard Stationary Compactor lease agreement with Rumpke 

for 60 months at $ 1,140.00 per month. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, Perraut, and Plummer 

voting Aye. 

 

Erin Morton discussed a taskforce has been developed to discuss what PPE and policy’s need to be in place to ensure a safe return to work for all city 

employees. Commission Allen-Edwards asked about disinfectant fogger machines. Daron Jordan stated the City Fire Department asked about 

purchasing foggers and the City is pursuing that avenue.    

 

All agreed the Public Hearing related to Municipal Road Aid will be held by video conference, and the meeting will be open to the public for 

comment.  When the date and time is set a meeting notice will be posted in accordance within the statutory requirements.
